OF REGENTS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF IDAHO FOR SPECIAL PROGRAMS FOR FISCAL3
YEAR 2021; APPROPRIATING MONEYS TO THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION AND4
THE BOARD OF REGENTS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF IDAHO FOR SPECIAL PROGRAMS5
FOR FISCAL YEAR 2021; LIMITING THE NUMBER OF AUTHORIZED FULL-TIME6
EQUIVALENT POSITIONS; PROVIDING FOR A CASH TRANSFER TO THE OPPORTUNITY7
SCHOLARSHIP PROGRAM ACCOUNT; AND REQUIRING OPPORTUNITY SCHOLARSHIP8
PROGRAM ACCOUNT REPORTING.9

In accordance with Section 67-3519,21
Idaho Code, each of the programs in the State Board of Education and the22
Board of Regents of the University of Idaho for Special Programs specified in23
this section is authorized no more than the number of full-time equivalent24
positions listed below at any point during the period July 1, 2020, through25
June 30, 2021, unless specifically authorized by the Governor. The Joint26

SECTION 3. OPPORTUNITY SCHOLARSHIP PROGRAM ACCOUNT. Moneys appropri-35
ated from the General Fund to the Scholarship and Grants Program for fiscal36
year 2020 that are unexpended and unencumbered on June 30, 2020, are hereby37
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appropriated and shall be transferred by the State Controller to the Oppor-1
tunity Scholarship Program Account created in Section 33-4303, Idaho Code.2

SECTION 4. OPPORTUNITY SCHOLARSHIP PROGRAM ACCOUNT REPORTING. The3
State Board of Education shall report to the Joint Finance-Appropriations4
Committee by January 10, 2021, regarding the current balance in the Oppor-5
tunity Scholarship Program Account and the estimated obligation due to any6
over-award or early award of scholarships for fiscal year 2022. The report7
shall include an estimate of the necessary balance in the account to meet8
these obligations.9
